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THE CRICKET SEASON OF 4862. 


(Written expresely for the Illustrated Sporting News.) 

ALrnovan it*may seom somewhat out of place 
in an atticle, professedly treating of the cricketing 
doings of the past season, to introduce subjects more 
immediately connected with the next, yet we intend 
to devote our observations this week to one par- 
ticular point, namely, the discontinuance of the 
taval annual matches between the counties 
of Nottingham and Surrey next season. And while 
we shall enter fully into the matter we strenu- 
ously disclaim all feeling of bias—-we intend * to 
8 the truth, the whole truth, and nothing but 
the truth," and we care not whom we offend #0 
long 08 we havo tho banner of truth and firmness 
waving on our side. 

Some seven weeks back the programme of the 
Surrey Club waa issued for the season of 1863, and 
in that programme we were delighted to observe 
that the several annual matches between that 
county and Nottingham were included. Nothing 
was said for some time, till the annual meeting 
of the Nottingham County Match Committees waa 
held (fully io ge in these columns), when it 
was decided that the usual meetings with Surrey 
should be discontinued, for next season at least. 
The instant this decision was made known to the 
cricketing world, a regular storm of voices was 
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raised, abi ade against it, and even now it has 
not abated one tittle—on the contrary, it threatens, 
unless some alteration be made, to rise into a per- 
fect hurricane, in which we, of the I_LustraTKp 
Srontina News, shall readily join, convinced that 
by so doing we are only serving the cause of the 
sporting public, whose interest it has been, and 
ever will be, our desire to serve. It is generally 
admitted—woe were nearly saying universally, but 
withdrew the word, seeing our Yorkshire, Kent, 
and Cambridge friends are looming in the dis- 
tance, éager to dispute the assertion with us—that 
the counties of Nottingham and Surrey are the 
“crack” cricket counties of the country,and the annual 
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Eleven which went to the “land of gold" in 1860. But this statement we 
do not believe. Parris not only & true—and, despite his quickening old age, 
we msy say a brilliant—cricketer, but he is also one of nature's gentlemen—a 
man with » warm heart and & (peor 80ul—one whose mind scorns all petty 
ealousios and animosities—and we, therefore, think the charge made against 
m is entirely unfounded. : But woe think there is w clique—and cliques are 
always despicable—in the “ city of lace" who are at the bottom of most ofthe 
contention, and are too cowardly to avow it, And while we say this, Surrey is 
not wholly free from cliques, and the sooner they are ousted from all authority 
the better for the interests of the noble game. 
We have previously remarked that it has been a disputed question for some 
cars, which of the two counties—Nottingham or pater olds superiority 
in the cricket fleld; and while the menof Notts boldly and strenuously declare 
and maintain that they are, the men of Surrey are equally as bold and strenu- 
ous in the sasertion of their own superiority. As matters now stand, it must 
be admitted that Surrey occupies the tion of “ Excelsior," having, we 
believe, won two matches more than Nottingham ; but the Nottingham people 
contend—and none will doubt there ia some reasonableness in their argument 
—that the doings of each county last season entirely reverse their relative 
positions. Surrey, last season, played no lesa than thirty-two great matches, 
thirteen of which were county matches, two with Yorkshire, two with Notting- 
ham, two with Cambridge, two with Kent, two with the North of England, one 
with All England, one with fifteen of Cambridge University, and one with a 
like number of Oxford University. Of these thirteen matches Surrey won four, 
lost six, and three were drawn—none in their favour, and one which it would 
have been absolutely impossible for them to have won, viz; the Jast match of 
the season with All England, who in their first innings obtained the extra- 
ordinary number of 603 runs. Surrey’s average each wicket is 14 and 78 overs. 


Nottingham, however, only played four matches, and out of that number they 
won threo, and drew one When the chancos of the game were considerably in 
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their favour; and we do not doubt that, had time allowed the match to have 
been played out, the Nottingham players would havo returned from the Oval 
victorious. Nottingham's average per wicket is 20 and 16 over, which in itself 
must be allowed is an immense majority in their favour. The Nottingham 

layers beat Surrey once—nearly twice, and Cambridge twice, while Surrey 
ost one match with Cambridge and won one, 60 this again argues much in 
favour of the lace county, and is sufficient, the Nottingham people contend, to 
overbalance any little advantage that Surrey had previously gained. Looking 
at the facts as they stand, we cannot but allow the rationality of their reason. 
ing ; but so far from this tending to a discontinuance of the matches between 
the two counties, as we previously asserted, we think it ought to be a stimulus 
for fresh ones, ; 

Continuing, however, the same subject, it would be an act of injustice to 
Surrey were we to omit the arguments brought forward on the other side of the 
question. Surrey in some of their engagements had much stronger teams to 
contend against than had Nottingham, as in their matches with All England 
and with the North of England, as well ag those against odds with the Univer- 
sities of Oxford and Cambridge. There is some reason in this argument, 
which all nnprejudiced observers will readily. admit, but while peri so it is 
plainly evident that Nottingham as the advantage this season, although wo 
San scarcely think it quite makes up for past defeats, 

If it were requisite we might pursue this style of writing much longer, but 
Wo suppose our readers, like ourselves, are becoming wearied of the subject, 
which, no matter what may be said to the contrary, leads us but to one com- 
mon focus, namely, a desire for the continuation of the Nottingham and Surrey 
annual matches. Were we in the humour we might again allude to the re- 
puted. animosity of George Parr to Surrey, and might dilate to any length 
upon it, but we have no desire to take the pattern of # vit berp bi-weekly, 
which is never happy save when cealing in een! porsonalities and injuring 
the characters of honest and respectable people. We might also allude to the 

See discussion which is now taking place in cricket- 
SQ ing circles, as to the merits of different coun- 
tics, but we have no intention, neither have we 
the desire todo so, ‘ Glorious cricket, and may 
the best county win,” is our motto; and in bidding 
adieu to the subject wo have only to express & 
hope that the proposed meeting of the Surrey 
Olub early in February, next may lead to a re- 
consideration of the whole affair, and that {t may 
ultimately terminate iny mattera betng mads to 
flow along as smoothly aa they were wont to do 
‘in days of old.” CRICKETER.

JOHN MBEAKIN. 

Joun Meakin was born on the 22nd of Decem- 
ber, 1829, at Carlton, near Nottingham, He stands 
5tt 10jin. His ronning weight is 12 stone, and he 
has run the following matchos;—He beat Steven 
Davey, 100 yds, for £2, when 14 yeara of age, 
John Miles, of Carlton, 100 yds, for £2 aside; Ed- 
ward Watson, of Carlton, 100 yda, for £5 4 wide; 
and various other matches. He won a handicap 
hurdle race at Thringston, in Leiceaterahire, beat- 
ing Kent, of Wooden Box, and other good men— 
distance 150 yds. He also beat Henry Wheat, 
‘| of Nottingham, 130 yds, +5 a side, at Rateliff-on- 
‘Trent, in October, 1852; John Handley, of Not- 
| tingham, 150 yds, £10 a aide; aud George Watts, 
of Leicester, 150 yds, for £5 a side. He was 
beaten by Joseph Neal, of Bodworth, Warwick- 
shire, 120 yds, for £20 aside, In May, 1854, Mea- 
kin enlisted into the 95th Regiment of foot, at 
Derby, and in 1855 beat George Gill, 100 yds, £2 
a side, in Parker's Barracks, He landed in the 
Crimea in August, 1855, and was present at the 
fall of Sebastopol; returned to England in 1857, 
and sailed from Dublin in June, 1858, for the 
East Indies, and arrived at Bombay on the 2nd of 
November, 1858, and met with anaccident in the 
left arm, which remalns stiff to this day.

Tur portrait which we this week give of Grey ‘Diomed is @ fair specimen of 
the race horse of the middle part of the eighteenth century, when six and eight 
milo. heat coutests were as GomMON Bs Are OUF two-year-old races of the present 
day. Le was the property of the Duke of Bedford, who, prior to his taising to 
lurming, was one.of the most successful turf patrons, having won the Derby 
in 1789, 1791, and 1797, with Skyscraper, Enger, and the Fidget colt; the Oa ks 
of 1790, 1791, and 1793, with Hypolita, Portia, and Coolia; bewides amultiplicily 
of * good things " at head-quarters, ‘At one time his Grace had upwards ot 
thirty horses in training, which was & large number at that early perivd ot 
racing; and his trainer was grandfather to the present Mr, ‘Thomas Stevens, 
of Chilton, near Abingdon, Berks. ; 

Grey Diomed was a powerful horse of fifteen hands three inchesg, with good 
turn of spasd, and was got by Sir Charles Bunbury's Diomed, whom Sam 
Arnull won the first Derby with at Epsom, in 1780, his dam being by Doriment, 
out of Lizzy—which latter also threw the Pilot, another horse of very fair, 

uality, He was soldsby the breeder, Sir, Charles Bunbury, te the Duke of 

edford when a three-year-old; and the purchess turned outto be a very lucky 
ond for his Grace, 88, from Grey Diomed's successes with Escape and ‘Irevellor, 
bot the property of tho Prince of Wales (atterwards George TY.), and pure 
chased at York races in 1789, a pretty rouud sum was noted. Sir Charles 
frequently desired to re-purchase tho horse, the baronet (who for a long time 
was the only man, by means of Eleanor, that ever won the Derby and Oaks 
with the sume animal, though Deception nearly preceded Btink Bonny in 
uccomplishing the trick) being conyinced that ho had made & great mistake 
in purting with him. Those who knew him well would always have it that 
Sir Charles was indebted for most of /his success to luck, rather than to judg-
